Dear Congressman Brady:

Thank you for your letter requesting that the Commission take prompt action on a
petition for reconsideration filed by Roy E. Henderson concerning former station KROY(FM),
Palacios, Texas, which was licensed to Mr. Henderson. Your views are very important, and I
appreciate you bringing this matter to my attention.

The Media Bureau’s Audio Division ruled that the KROY(FM) license expired as a
matter of law on or about December 26, 2010, pursuant to Section 312(g) of the
Communications Act, because the station failed to transmit broadcast signals for a 12-month
period. Therefore, on January 11, 2017, the station’s call sign was deleted and authority to
operate was terminated. In addition, the renewal application filed on March 28, 2013 (File No.
BRH-20130328ABT), the assignment application filed on November 28, 2016 (File No. BALH-
20161128 ADK), and all associated pleadings were dismissed as moot.

On February 15, 2017, Mr. Henderson filed a Petition for Reconsideration requesting
reconsideration of the station’s license cancellation and dismissal of the assignment and renewal
applications. The Commission staff in the Media Bureau’s Audio Division is actively
considering the petition and expects to release a decision within the next six weeks.
